Last Thuraisy, while crossing 
to the Griffin Place, and when 
near the old pond at the top of 
Bucks moun'ain, Robert Davis 
saw three animals running in tbe 
woods, which he at first supposed 
were dogs, and yet were straugaly 
alike in color and a<ze. They were 
running with their heads close to 
the ground, and when they saw 
Mr. Davis, sprang off into the 
woods with lightning rapidity, aDd 
were at once recognized as wild 
and of the wolf species. A few 
days later, Mr. Weaver, who is 
connected with the forestry ser¬ 
vice of this district, while walking 
in the woods near Winterburn, 
saw a wolf. 

They are described as doglike 
in appearance, with rather long 
and slender legs, hair grey with 
Clack points, and extraordinary 
swift in movement. 

It has been known for mi ny 
years that a few specimens of the 
wolf tribe existed in the remiter 
wilds of tbe Gauley and Black 
mountains, and possibly the nin- 
(her as well, a t lough it has beeD 
a number of years since the last 
one was known to have been killed 
in this region. The building of 
the railway and lumber operations 
in tbe mountains have bean the 
cause of their appearance in the 
mountain adjacent to the town of 
Marlinton. The last wolf killed 
in the county was along about 
1898, by D. H. Hamrick, near 
Even wood. The chase lasted 
about a week. 

A black bear was seen on tbe 
Greenbrier near Harter a few 
days ago, probably a visitor from 
the same hunting grounds.
